Surveyor's 
rocket braking system is simi­ 
lar to that on the craft astro­ 
nauts will use for a landing 


later in the decade. 
A picture series beginning at 
5:45 a.m. EST., using a different 
TV screen system than that of 
two earlier batches, showed a 
broad plain devoid of major fea­ 
tures, peppered with either peb- 
bles or pits caused by meteor­ 
ites. There were several small 
prominences, and some goug­ 
ing, as if the surface had been 
struck by objects from space at 
an angle.

THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE 
The White House Conference on Civil Rights 
began a two-day meeting on Wednesday. 
THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE on civil 
rights is long awaited — and by a good many 
sympathetic observers with quiet doubt rather 
than with loud hope. Great care is supposed to 
have been taken in screening the 2,500 to 3,000 
delegates to avoid the kind of demonstrations 
which rent a planning conference in Washington 
last November. 
Even so, the aim is a consensus, and so all 
responsible civil rights groups were invited to 
send delegates. Inasmuch as the Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) is one of 
the “ Big Six” civil rights groups, it received a 
bid. The result was predictable. Stokely C ar­ 
michael, the new SNCC chairman, on May 23 
bitterly rejected the invitation and enunciated a 
strong policy of black nationalism. 
However, the local representative of SNCC, 
Marion Barry, will attend, but only to bring up 
the question of home rule for the District of 
Columbia. Barry heads the Free D. C. move­ 
ment. Also attending, presumably, will be John 
Lewis, recently ousted SNCC chairman, who had 
been a member of the 29-member council 
named by President Johnson last February to 
draw up an agenda for the conference. 
The Free D. C. group held a rally around the 
Sheraton Park Hotel conference site Tuesday, 
on the eve of the meeting. Julius Hobson, 
chairman of the militant ACT civil rights 
group, promised a one-day “black march” on 
the opening day of the conference. 
AS IF 
BOYCOTTING, 
PICKETING, AND 
DEMONSTRATING were not enough, the con­ 
ference has been ill served by its friends. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay of New York on May 17 
said: “The White House Conference might as 
well be eliminated right now if it does not 
consider economic problems” — 
housing, 
education, jobs. As the council's 104-page report 
submitted on May 25 so well emphasizes, these 
are precisely the subjects the conference will 
consider. 
Bayard Rustin, a chief strategist in the civil 
rights movement generally in the middle of the 
rights spectrum, on the same occasion declared 
the White House conference would be a “total 
and abysmal failure” if it did not recommend a 
guaranteed annual income .for everyone; free 
education, including textbooks, clothes, tuition, 
anjd. a salary wfcile.attendingJ&MwtZrand 
imaginative public works programs as hiring 
Negroes to rebuild ghettos. The council report 
is not so specific on education or guaranteed 
income, but it does ask for a multi-billion- 
dollar program to give the Negro ‘ ‘true equality” 
without disturbing the federal system or private 
enterprise. 
DESPITE ITS RATHER GRAND TITLE — 
“To Fulfill These Rights” — the White House 
Conference has been carefully neutered. Al­ 
though the government is putting up $300,000 
in support, and private industry another $35,000 
to* pay the expenses of some grass-roots mili­ 
tants, the conference will adopt no resolutions 
nor vote on any proposal. The several sections 
of the conference will discuss recommendations 
of the council and any others offered. Trans­ 
cripts of all thd sessions will be considered 
by the council for its report to the President. 
Parliamentary 
quarrels 
are thus neatly 
avoided. Filibustering may not be. There is a 
real fear in Washington that the conference 
may be torn apart by such irrelevancies as 
a $100 billion “freedom budget,” home rule for 
Washington, black nationalism, and peace in 
Viet Nam.

TAXES AND SPENDING 
A TAX INCREASE THIS YEAR remains a 50-50 
bet even though big business overwhelmingly 
opposes a rise. Most business leaders fear that 
profit margins will go down after July 1. 
But, as reported recently by the N. Y. Times, 
most business leaders still like Lyndon B. 
Johnson. They said as much at the meeting on 
the mid-May weekend of the Business Council 
at Hot Springs, Va. 
The irony here is that big business is paying 
little heed to the Presidents urging to practice 
restraint in spending. A recent survey by Steel 
magazine is pretty revealing. The journal re­ 
ported on May 16 that 84 per cent of the re­ 
spondents to a survey of 5,000 plant managers 
indicated that spending for new plant and equip­ 
ment by their firms in the second half of this 
year will equal or exceed that of the like period 
of 1965. Moreover, 78 per cent of the managers 
said that spending in 1967 will equal or exceed 
that of 1966. 
The administration view is that spending for 
new plant and production capacity is a major 
factor in overheating the economy. President 
Johnson repeaf<*dly has asked for restraint 
in this kind of outlay. 
THE BUSINESS ANSWER to the President is 
fairly obvious. One respondent to the Steel 
survey commented: “The appeal leaves me cold 
since he doesn’t practice what he preaches. 
Why listen to a spendthrift administration’s

advice about spending?” 
President 
Johnson last January estimated 
spending by the federal government at $106.4 
billion for the budgetary year 1966, up from the 
$96.5 billion of BY 1965. It appears now that 
the actual BY 1966 figure will be between $107 
billion and $108 billion. Yet the boom in business 
has hiked federal revenues way up, and Johnson 
apparently will emerge from BY 1966 with a 
much sm aller deficit than seemed possible only 
a few months ago. 
Instead of the $6.4 billion deficit foreseen in 
January, the prospect now is for a $3 billion 
to $4 billion deficit. This would be just about 
equal to the $3.4 billion deficit of BY 1965. A 
sm aller than expected deficit would be the ad­ 
m inistration’s ideal answer to the threat of an 
unwanted tax rise. 
JOSEPH L. BLOCK, chairman of the Inland 
Steel Corporation, on May 16 said that the 
federal government’s application of wage-price 
guideposts to individual industries was “ incom­ 
patible with our free enterprise system .” Block 
said that government should attack inflation 
“ through the exercise of proper monetary and 
fiscal policies.” 
Most economic indicators still point upward. 
Some do not. Steel demand seems to be flatten­ 
ing out at a high level. The business letter 
Impact, circulated by banks and other financial 
institutions, reports that some companies which 
have curtailed their expansion plans have in­ 
dicated that the high cost of building and borrow­ 
ing influenced their decision. 
Meanwhile, the stock market itself could have a 
depressing influence on the boom. At the same 
time, 
few industrial giants have shown the 
willingness to go along with the President’s plea 
for self-restraint 
that the Bell System, for 
example, has. And thus, although inflation con­ 
tinues to be a dirty word in Washington, its threat 
is as real 
as midyear rolls round as it was 
earlier in 1966.

- star«v/X(4arge't«tore Jias the difficult problem 
of projecting a combination image. 
The public image of a store determines the 
type of customer which comes to buy. The con­ 
sumer expects the quality of goods to conform 
with a store’s personality. 
Realizing this, the nation’s major retail chains 
spend millions 
of dollars annually on image 
building advertising. They have found that an 
image of quality is as important as an image 
of low cost goods. 
Perhaps the local retailer recognizes the need 
for both kinds of advertising. What he may not 
recognize is that the public image of his store 
is constantly changing. The change may be for 
the worse unless the image is refreshed by 
advertising as a store improves with changing 
public demand.

abroad Is both a tribute to the 
knowledgeability of the current 
generation of movie makers and 
an indication that the Improved 
quality of films which has at­ 
tracted millions of Americans 
"back to the movies in recent 
years has impressed 
aud­ 
iences 
overseas 
as well. 
That our movies portray the 
American way-of-life 
credit­ 
ably overseas 
is not a matter 
to be taken lightly. U.S. films 
today are seen in more than 125 
nations 
throughout the world. 
The average 
weekly over­ 
seas 
audience numbers more 
than 200 million. At present, 
U.S. films take up 60 per cent 
of the world's 
screen time, 
and thus are seen by about 120 
million foreign nationals every 
week. 
Among those who 
see 
our films 
are the peoples of 
developing nations who find new

WASHINGTON - The Ameri- 
can public is inclined to get 
aroused over a mink coat, or a 
vicuna coat given to a top gov­ 
ernment official, or it can un­ 
derstand the case of a man who 
waters cream and then wants to 
be governor of California. But 
it has a harder time grasping 
the significance of conflict of 
interest 
in an antitrust case 
involving millions. 
Such 
a 
case, with 
mhny 
complications, has been before 
the justice department recent­ 
ly. It involves a glamorous cast 
of characters ranging from an 
astute and personable Washing­ 
ton attorney slated to be under 
secretary of state, to a young 
man who aspires to be attorney 
general of California, to a high- 
powered 
California 
money- 
raiser for testimonial dinners 
for Mayor Sam Yorty and, most 
important of all, it 
involves 
the cost of gas to several mil­ 
lion housewives and to every 
business firm in California. 
The case began when William 
Bennett, California Public Util­ 
ities commissioner, with the 
support 
of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown of California, demanded 
i rebate from El Paso Natural 
Jas, which supplies gas to the 
southwest, and won a whopping 
refund of $155,000,000 to Cali­ 
fornia gas consumers. It was 
probably the biggest gas refund 
in history. 
Bennett, 
again 
with Gov. 
Brown's support, then moved 
against El Paso in an antitrust 
suit to separate El Paso from 
the Pacific Northwest Pipeline 
Co., took the case to the U. S. 
Supreme Court and won. 
The 
supreme court ordered El Paso 
to divest itself of Pacific North­ 
west “ without delay.'' 
When the case came back to 
the U. S. District Judge Walter 
R itter in Salt Lake City, how­ 
ever, he did not follow 
the 
supreme court's order that El 
Paso divest itself of Pacific 
Northwest “ without 
delay” . 
Instead he set up a 
four- 
year procedure before the two 
companies 
were 
fully sepa­ 
rated, during which time El 
Paso would govern the manage­ 
ment, debts, gas reserves and 
even 
the bank 
balance 
of 
Pacific Northwest.

California 
commissioner ■ 
Bennett immediately challenged 
this but at this point, the fol­ 
lowing unusual and interesting 
things began to happen: 
1. El Paso retained Clark Clif­ 
ford, form er counsel to Presi­ 
dent Truman, adviser to Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and currently 
a 
member of the national security 
council and a close confidant of 
LB J. 
2. Clark Clifford later hired 
L arry Williams, the justice de­ 
partment antitrust attorney who 
earlier had been handling the 
El Paso 
case 
for the U. S. 
government before Judge Ritter 
in Salt Lake City. 
3. Donald 
Zimmerman, for­ 
mer attorney for El Paso, was 
appointed no. 2 man in the jus­ 
tice departm ent's antitrust di­ 
vision, replacing Bob Wright, 
a vigorous trustbuster 
who 
retired because of the current­ 
ly lackadaisical monopoly poli­ 
cies of the justice department. 
4. William H. Orrick, Jr., 
who had resigned as chief of 
the antitrust division, later be­ 
came general counsel for the 
national oil jobbers council. 
These events may not have 
been connected. Nevertheless, 
they occurred within a short 
space of tim e and at about this 
time the justice department, 
hitherto anxious to prosecute 
the antitrust 
case against El 
Paso, changed its position. It 
declined to contest Judge Rit­ 
te r's 
divestiture ruling. It 
ordered L arry Williams to sign 
the Ritter order which previous­ 
ly he had Opposed. 
In California also, interesting 
events began to happen — events 
which paralleled Washington's 
sudden reversal of policy in the 
El Paso case. 
Commissioner Bennett got a 
phone call Feb. 17, 1965, from 
Gregory Harrison, San Fran­ 
cisco attorney for El Paso, 
warning 
him 
not to contest 
Judge Ritter’s divestiture rul­ 
ing. “ If you p ersist," Harrison 
warned, “ I will have you re ­ 
moved from the case." 
Bennett did persist, later got 
a call from Gov. Brown not to 
proceed. Bennett ignored this 
order, proceed anyway. 
Later Brown explained that 
the California Public Utilities 


-Commission 
was opposed to 
contesting the case without the 
support of the justice depart­ 
ment 
in Washington. Brown 
argued that under the Ritter 
ruling El Paso would get the 
rich San Juan gas reserves 
from Pacific Northwest which 
would be important to Califor­ 
nia in case of a future gas 
shortage. 
Bennett believes there were 
other political considerations, 
such as a $10,000 contribution 
which El Paso made to the Cali­ 
fornia water fund to further the 
Brown 
program of bringing 
northern 
California 
water 
south. 


Interesting also is the fact 
that El Paso paid a total 
of 
$254,061.61 
between 1959-63 
to G. Bentley Ryan, the Los 
Angeles attorney whom 
this 
column reported last month as 
one of the big money raisers 
for Los Angeles Mayor Sam 
Yorty's Oct. 1, 1963, testimon­ 
ial dinner. 
How much influence these con­ 
tributions had on the powers 
that be in California is diffi­ 
cult to determine. Gov. Brown 
states that they had nc 
in­ 
fluence. Certainly Yorty's close 
friends are not friends of Gov. 
Brown’s. The two men are in 
vigorously 
opposite political 
camps. 


Interesting conclusion of the 
story is that Bennett bucked the 
justice department in Washing­ 
ton, plus the El Paso attorneys 
back in California, and 
the 
Brown administration to appeal 
to the supreme court once again 
to enforce its original ruling 
that El Pacific Northwest with­ 
out delay. 
He claimed the entire divesti­ 
ture plan was a sellout worse 
than 
teapot dome. Even the 
solicitor general of the United 
States opposed him before the 
supreme court. 
However, on Jan. 17, 1966, 
the supreme court rebuffed the 
justice department 
and 
the 
state of California to rule with 
Bennett, who as an individual 
representing the people of Cali­ 
fornia urged that the monopoly 
between El Paso and Pacific 
Northwest be broken up "with, 
out delay."

THE PUBLIC PAYS 
The railroads are and long 
have been the object of dis­ 
crim inatory taxation. 
And 
this, 
a 
railroad 
spokes­ 
man recently pointed out, is 
costing 
the public around 
$150 million a year in high­ 
e r transportation charges. 
The discrimination 
is the 
outgrowth of 
tax policies 
which developed in the early 
days of the industry. As the 
railroads grew, 
they be­ 
came 
a primary source of 
tax revenues for state and 
local government. And, the 
spokesman added, “ Because 
just about everything that 
required transportation was 
moved by railroad for near­ 
ly 
a century, 
the taxes 
the railrods paid were ul­ 
timately paid by everybody." 
The collection of excessive 
taxes 
from the railroads 
was then considered an easy 
method that was both hidden 
and painless. And railroads 
themselves, in the forever- 
gone era of little or no com­ 
petition, 
were not unduly 
concerned 
when taxing au­ 
thorities began placing high­ 
e r valuations 
on railroad 
property than on other and 
comparable 
commercial 
property. 
But in recent 
years, 
the 
transportation 
picture 
has 
completely 
changed. The railroads face 
aggressive 
'competition 
from other carriers. 
And 
tax discrimination weakens 
their competitive abilities— 
just as it penalizes the pub­ 
lic. 
There can be no justifica­ 
tion for continuing this in­ 
justice. The remedy lies in 
a proposed federal law, re ­ 
sulting from a Senate study 
group's 
report, that would 
give Interstate common car­ 
rie rs equal treatment with 
other 
taxpayers 
subject 
to the same tax rates in ac­ 
cordance 
with 
applicable 
state law.

FINANCING NEW YORK CITY 
The largest city In our na­ 
tion, 
the home of w riters, 
publishers, teachers and com­ 
mentators who have long sought 
to make the U. S. over into a 
new image of socialism, is fac­ 
ing bankruptcy. The financial 
geniuses can > no longer make 
ends meet. In all probability 
it will soon have to ask the fed­ 
eral government to bail it out 
with tax money from the rest 
of the country. 
The proposed New York City 
budget for the coming year has 
reached the enormous total of 
$4.615 billion, an increase of 
$740 million over last year's 
budget. The proposed new bud­ 
get is half a billion dollars in 
excess of all that the city col­ 
lects in taxes. 
Deficit spending there became 
chronic some time ago. The 
steadily increasing 
size of 
the deficits is destroying the 
city's credit. New York City 
bonds must now pay the highest 
interest rate in 34 years in 
order to attract buyers and is 
a warning to borrowers to be­ 
ware. 
In its desperate search for new 
sources of tax revenue, New 
York City authorities are driv­ 
ing productive individuals and 
business enterprises out of the 
city. The New York Stock Ex­ 
change itself has threatened to 
leave if a proposed 50% in­ 
crease in the stock transfer tax 
is enacted. 
New Yorkers have always been 
quick to tell other Americans 
how to solve their problems 
and their recommendations al­ 
most always seem to include 
massive federal spending and 
bureaucracy. 
New 
Yorkers 
should look to their own prob­ 
lems first and try a different 
solution, before their proud city 
becomes a parasite on all of

Dr. Ellis Retires 


COLUMBIA, Mo. — Dr. Elmer 
Ellis, 
who retires from the 
presidency on Aug. 31, will have 
an impact on the University of 
Missouri 
that will last for 
several decades. 
Because 
he 
has selected a 
corps of youthful chancellors 
and deans and because he in­ 
stigated long-range research 
programs that all but stagger 
the imagination, the Ellis tra­ 
dition will permeate the campus 
through several generations of 
students. 
The modest University pres­ 
ident is being honored through­ 
out the University system in 
his final months as adminis­ 
trator. He was the guest at a 
dinner at the University of Mis­ 
souri at Rolla; the Columbia 
faculty paid respects at a pro­ 
gram and reception; the Board 
of Curators will have a dinner 
for President and Mrs. Eilis 
in St. Louis June 24; and he will 
be honored with a reception at 
the University of Missouri at 
Kansas City where he gives the 
commencement address on June 
4. 
While he will confer degrees 
upon graduates at two more 
commencements in Columbia, 
the approaching June 7 gradua­ 
tion program that closes the 
current 
academic year will 
build in added nostalgia for the 
“ Class of *66” because in a 
sense it turns all but the last 
page on the Ellis book. He will 
receive the title of emeritus 
president 
from the 
Board of 
Curators. He will remain on 
campus as administrator until 
August 31, and will be the pres­ 
ident through the summer ses­ 
sion commencement Aug. 5. The 
June 
graduating program is 
certain to mark a climax to 
his career. 
President Ellis reaches the 
mandatory retirement age for 
administrators of 65 on July 
27 and will be succeeded as 
chief administrative officer of 
the University system on Sept. 1 
by Dr. John C. Weaver, vice 
president for administrative af­ 
fairs at Ohio State University. 
Historians may point to de­ 
velopment of the University into 
a four-campus system as the top 
achievement of the Ellis admin­ 


istration that included 11 years 
as president after one year as 
acting president. 
Notable and herculean that task 
was. It elevated the School of 
Mines and Metallurgy at Rolla 
to full university status; it con­ 
verted the private University 
of Kansas City into a state- 
operated University of Mis­ 
souri at Kansas City; it ex­ 
panded the old Bellerieve Coun­ 
try Club at Normandy into an 
extension center and then into 
a full-blown University of Mis­ 
souri at St. Lous. 
At the same time the Univer­ 
sity here and at Rolla was being 
enhanced as a graduate training 
and research center without 
stinting on its andergraduatt 
program. It expanded an Ex­ 
tension Service by adding em­ 
phasis on urban activities atop 
its rural programs. 
But other facets of the Ellis 
years may have equal or greater 
importance to education in Mis­ 
souri. 
President Ellis carried his in­ 
terest in the University Library 
from 
his 
professorial days 
through 
a deanship 
into the 
presidency and the result is 
one of the few university uni­ 
versity libraries with more than 
1,000,000 
volumes. Students 
make free selection in open 
stacks; a unique computer sys­ 
tem of checking out books at­ 
tracts international attention. 
Under President Ellis’ admin­ 
istration the 50-year-old li­ 
brary building was finally com­ 
pleted and includes quarters for 
the State Historical Society of 
Missouri, whose collections en­ 
hance 
campus 
research ac­ 
tivities. 
Another program dating back 
to his nine years as dean of 
Arts and Science also was ex­ 
panded on a broader scale as 
president. As a professor he 
realized the problem; during a 
year as vice president 
of 
extra-divisional 
education he 
laid its foundation; and as dean 
he began an intensive program 
for the improvement of teach­ 
ing. He received a $50,000 grant 
from the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teach­ 
ing to help him improve teach­ 
ing in colleges and universities. 


One result was an in-service 
training program that is still 
in operation at the University. 
One phase of the Ellis years 
will be carried into the future 
because he had a strong voice 
in selection of most of the chan­ 
cellors and deans that will con­ 
tinue as high administrative of­ 
ficers through their careers. It 
is unlikely that the University 
has ever had a corps of deans 
so youthful: some could well be 
here 
for decades. And they 
carry the Ellis legacy that will 
affect the quality of faculty 
members 
through countless 
generations of students. 
Dr. Ellis considers his staff 
of chancellors and deans as 
“top notch” and considers him­ 
self “lucky” because he never 
picked a “lemon!” The admir­ 
ation is mutual. Inquire of most 
of the deans secured off campus 
and you’ll learn that it was the 
Ellis magnatism and enthusi­ 
asm that interested them in 
switching 
allegiance to Mis­ 
souri. 
In considering the Ellis legacy 
the expanded research program 
can’t be ignored. M. U. sci­ 
entists 
are working on proj­ 
ects for colonizing the moon 
and planets through the Space 
Sciences Research Center; it 
has a long-range study under 
way of determining the things 
man does to his environment 
that affects his health; in the 
largest campus nuclear reactor 
in the nation faculty and stu­ 
dents are learning more about 
the smallest of particles, the 
neutron with its protons and me­ 
sons; the possible realignment 
of genes in plants, animals and 
man. 
Back in his days of teaching 
history, interspersing the ser­ 
ious with Peter Finley Dunne 
“Mr. Dooley” quotes — and 
with Mrs. Ellis at times in the 
classroom as a critic — Dr. 
Ellis never dreamed of being 
president to a student body of 
33,500, of administering a $70 
million a year program, of en­ 
rollment more than doubling and 
expenditures more than quad­ 
rupling during an 11-year ad­ 
ministration. 
Dr. Ellis’ plans for the future 
aren’t complete. While he is 


retiring as administrator, he 
could have five more years of 
University tenure as professor 
of history. But he believes he 
has been too long out of the 
classroom to resume an in­ 
structional role. But he will 
remain in Columbia — he and 
Mrs. Ellis will move from the 
President’s house into a home 
they recently purchased — and 
will have offices in Jesse Hall. 
And his talents will be used. 
President-elect Weaver has 
indicated 
he will arrive in 
Columbia about Aug. 1, and 
has requested President Ellis 
to remain on campus that month 
to help him become acquainted 
with his staff and duties. 
After retirement, Dr. Ellis 
wants to write a book on ad­ 
ministrative problems of uni­ 
versity systems. He will col­ 
lect data on short trips to Cal­ 
ifornia, Wisconsin, New York, 
North Carolina 
and perhaps 
other states, talking with ad­ 
ministrators, legal counsels, 
faculty members and others to 
assemble the material. 
He would like to assist with 
the proposed Missouri state 
capital improvement bond issue 
that is under consideration and 
will be available to lend from 
his experience with the similar 
1955-56 campaign he directed. 
A native of McHenry county, 
North Dakota, who took two 
degrees from the University 
of North Dakota and a doctor­ 
ate at the University of Iowa, 
Dr. Ellis taught in North Da-

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kota public schools and three 
years at the North Dakota State 
Teachers college at Mayville. 
He came to the Missouri faculty 
in 1930 where he remained with­ 
out Interruption 
except for 
leaves. He had a sabbatical 
leave and a Guggenheim fellow­ 
ship in 1939-40; spent two years 
of 
duty with the historical 
branch of the War Department 
General Staff of the Army; he 
was visiting lecturer under a 
Fulbright grant at the Univer­ 
sity of Amsterdam in 1951-52, 
and on the faculty of the Salz­ 
burg 
Seminar of American 
Studies in 1952. 
Upon retirement of President 
Frederick A. Middlebush, Dr. 
Ellis became acting University 


president on Sept. 10, 1954, and' 
was selected by the Board of 
Curators for the presidency 
on the following April 16. 
Since that time he has made 
trips to England, Canada and 
japan as representative at in­ 
ternational meetings of the As­ 
sociation of American Univer­ 
sities. He spent six weeks in 
India on an inspection of the 
University’s agricultural edu­ 
cation advisory unit there. 
Time magazine recently said 
that the University’s upward 
reach “began in 1954 with pro­ 
motion of Ellis . . . to the 
presidency.” Tracing Univer­ 
sity growth and vigor under El­ 
lis, it added that “Whether 
Missouri now moves into the 


top rank of public universities 
will depend largely on John 
Carrier Weaver.” 
Other national magazines have 
helped tell the M. U. story and 
added to national recognition 
of Dr. Ellis. He obtained pro­ 
fessional recognition through 
election to presidencies of the 
National Association of State 
Universities and Land Grant 
Colleges; of the National Coun­ 
cil of Social Studies; of the 
Mississippi Valley Historical 
Association; of the Mid-Amer­ 
ica Association of State Uni­ 
versities; of the National Com- 
nission on Accrediting; of the 
Harry S. Truman Library In­ 
stitute for National and Inter­ 
national Affairs, and of the 
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Missouri Association of Col­ 
leges and Universities. 
He was selected by former 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to head 
the state campaign for passage 
of the $75 million state capital 
improvements bond issue which 
voters approved in 1956. He 
has 
honorary degrees from 
North Dakota University, Cen­ 
tral College, Drury College, 
Washington University of St. 
Louis and Culver-Stockton Col­ 
lege. He has a pro meritis award 
of Rockhurst College. 
All of which help explain re­ 
marks by Dr. Weaver about 


Dr. Ellis when he was chosen 
as his successor; 
“His footprints were large 
and it will be extremely dif­ 
ficult to fill hts Shoes.”

Report From 
Washington 


Paul ( 1. J o n o 


Cotton 
farmers, especially 
those whose planted 
crops 
have been destroyed by flood« 
ing 
and those who have been 
unable to plant because of the 
excessive and abnormal rain­ 
fall during the past month, will 
receive great benefit from the 
legislation 
which 
was ap­ 
proved by the House last week, 
and which is scheduled 
for 
action on the Senate floor on 
June 1, since it permits farm­ 
ers who have lost their cotton 
«.rop by a natural disaster to 
plant 
their allotted 
cotton 
acreage to other crops and still 
receive their payments as lithe 
crop had been planted 
and 
harvested. 
Some kind of a record was set 
on Tuesday of last week, when 
the House, within two hours af­ 
ter the emergency bill had been 
approved unanimously by the 
House Committee on Agricul­ 
ture, 
also apyre/ed unani­ 
mously 
H.R. 15151, introduced 
by this Representative. Many 
persons have remarked that 
this was the first time they can 
remember that any bill, which 
had as its primary purpose re­ 
lief for cotton fermers, 
had 
been passed by unanimous con­ 
sent, 
and with practically no 


debate other than a statement of 
the general purpose of the bill, 
which would also grant similar 
relief to wheat and feed grains 
under similar conditions. Other 
members of the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee, Including Gath- 
ings, (Ark.,), Everett (Tenn.), 
Stubblefield (Ky.), Abernathy, 
(Miss.), and Passman (La.), 
had introduced similar bills, 
upon which hearings were held 
Friday of last week, when it 
was decided 
to broaden the 
scope of the bill, to include 
wheat and feed 
grains 
and 
to give equitable treatment to 
all crops. The Jones bill (HR- 
15151) was used as the vehicle 
to carry the amendments and 
your Representative, along with 
the other affected Representa­ 
tives did a lot of “ spade work” 
in eliminating any possible op­ 
position, and secured approval

THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE 
The White House Conference on Civil Rights 
began a two-day meeting on Wednesday. 
THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE on civil 
rights is long awaited -- and by a good many 
sympathetic observers writh quiet doubt rather 
than with loud hope. Great care is supposed to 
have been taken in screening the 2,500 to 3,000 
delegates to avoid the kind of demonstrations 
which rent a planning conference in Washington 
last November. 
Even so, the aim is a consensus, and so all 
responsible civil rights groups were invited to 
send delegates. Inasmuch as the Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) is one of 
the “ Big Six” civil rights groups, it received a 
bid. The result was predictable. Stokely C ar­ 
michael, the new SNCC chairman, on May 23 
bitterly rejected the invitation and enunciated a 
strong policy of black nationalism. 
However, the local representative of SNCC, 
Marion Barry, will attend, but only to bring up 
the question of home rule for the District of 
Columbia. Barry heads the Free D. C. move­ 
ment. Also attending, presumably, will be John 
Lewis, recently ousted SNCC chairman, who had 
been a member of the 29-member council 
named by President Johnson last February to 
draw up an agenda for the conference. 
The Free D. C. group held a rally around the 
Sheraton Park Hotel conference site Tuesday, 
on the eve of the meeting. Julius Hobson, 
chairman of the militant ACT civil rights 
group, promised a one-day “ black march*’ on 
the opening day of the conference. 
AS IF 
BOYCOTTING, 
PICKETING, AND 
DEMONSTRATING were not enough, the con­ 
ference has been ill served by its friends. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay of New York on May 17 
said: “ The White House Conference might as 
well be eliminated right now if it does not 
consider economic problems’* — 
housing, 
education, jobs. As the council’s 104-page report 
submitted on May 25 so well emphasizes, these 
are precisely the subjects the conference will 
consider. 
Bayard Rustin, a chief strategist in the civil 
rights movement generally in the middle of the 
rights spectrum, on the same occasion declared 
the White House conference would be a “ total 
and abysmal failure*’ if it did not recommend a 
guaranteed annual income for everyone; free 
education, including textbooks, clothes, tuition, 
anjd a salary w hileattending^hocit^and suEh^ 
imaginative public works programs as hiring 
Negroes to rebuild ghettos. The council report 
is not so specific on education or guaranteed 
income, but it does ask for a multi-billion- 
dollar program to give the Negro “ true equality” 
without disturbing the federal system or private 
enterprise. 
DESPITE ITS RATHER GRAND TITLE — 
“ To Fulfill These Rights” — the White House 
Conference has been carefully neutered. Al­ 
though the government is putting up $300,000 
in support, and private industry another $35,000 
to pay the expenses of some grass-roots mili­ 
tants, the conference will adopt no resolutions 
nor vote on any proposal. The several sections 
of the conference will discuss recommendations 
of the council and any others offered. Trans­ 
cripts of all the sessions will be considered 
by the council for its report to the President. 
Parliamentary 
quarrels 
are thus neatly 
avoided. Filibustering may not be. There is a 
real fear in Washington that the conference 
may be torn apart by such irrelevancies as 
a $100 billion “ freedom budget,” home rule for 
Washington, black nationalism, and peace in 
Viet Nam.

TAXES AND SPENDING 
A TAX INCREASE THIS YEAR remains a 50-50 
bet even though big business overwhelmingly 
opposes a rise. Most business leaders fear that 
profit margins will go down after July 1. 
But, as reported recently by the N. Y. Times, 
most business leaders still like Lyndon B. 
Johnson. They said as much at the meeting on 
the mid-May weekend of the Business Council 
at Hot Springs, Va. 
The irony here is that big business is paying 
little heed to the President’s urging to practice 
restraint in spending. A recent survey by Steel 
magazine is pretty revealing. The journal re ­ 
ported on May 16 that 84 per cent of the re ­ 
spondents to a survey of 5,000 plant managers 
indicated that spending for new plant and equip­ 
ment by their firms in the second half of this 
year will equal or exceed that of the like period 
of 1965. Moreover, 78 per cent of the managers 
said that spending in 1967 will equal or exceed 
that of 1966. 
The administration view is that spending for 
new plant and production capacity is a major 
factor in overheating the economy. President 
Johnson repeafodly has asked for restraint 
in this kind of outlay. 
THE BUSINESS ANSWER to the President is 
fairly obvious. One respondent to the Steel 
survey commented: “ The appeal leaves me cold 
since he doesn’t practice what he preaches. 
Why listen to a spendthrift administration’s 


advice about spending?” 
President 
Johnson last January estimated 
spending by the federal government at $106.4 
billion for the budgetary year 1966, up from the 
$96.5 billion of BY 1965. It appears now that 
the actual BY 1966 figure will be between $107 
billion and $108 billion. Yet the boom in business 
has hiked federal revenues way up, and Johnson 
apparently will emerge from BY 1966 with a 
much sm aller deficit than seemed possible only 
a few months ago. 
Instead of the $6.4 billion deficit foreseen in 
January, the prospect now is for a $3 billion 
to $4 billion deficit. This would be just about 
equal to the $3.4 billion deficit of BY 1965. A 
smaller than expected deficit would be the ad­ 
ministration’s ideal answer to the threat of an 
umvanted tax rise. 
JOSEPH L. BLOCK, chairman of the Inland 
Steel Corporation, on May 16 said that the 
federal government’s application of wage-price 
guideposts to individual industries was “ incom­ 
patible with our free enterprise system .” Block 
said that government should attack inflation 
* 'through the exercise of proper monetary and 
fiscal policies.” 
Most economic indicators still point upward. 
Some do not. Steel demand seems to be flatten­ 
ing out at a high level. The business letter 
Impact, circulated by banks and other financial 
institutions, reports that some companies which 
have curtailed their expansion plans have in­ 
dicated that the high cost of building and borrow­ 
ing influenced their decision. 
Meanwhile, the stock market itself could have a 
depressing influence on the boom. At the same 
time, 
few industrial giants have shown the 
willingness to go along with the President’s plea 
for self-restraint 
that the Bell System, for 
example, has. And thus, although inflation con­ 
tinues to be a dirty word in Washington, its threat 
is as real 
as midyear rolls round as it was 
earlier in 1966.

They have found that an 
image of quality is as important as an image 
of low cost goods.

What he may not 
recognize is that the public image of his store 
is constantly changing. The change may be for 
the worse unless the image is refreshed by 
advertising as a store improves with changing 
public demand.

the cost of gas to several mil­ 
lion housewives and to every 
business firm in California. 
The case began when William 
Bennett, California Public Util­ 
ities commissioner, with the 
support of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown of California, demanded 
i rebate from El Paso Natural 
3as, which supplies gas to the 
southwest, and won a whopping 
refund of $155,000,000 to Cali­ 
fornia gas consumers. It was 
probably the biggest gas refund 
in history. 
Bennett, 
again with Gov. 
Brown’s support, then moved 
against El Paso in an antitrust 
suit to separate El Paso from 
the Pacific Northwest Pipeline 
Co., took the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and won. 
The 
supreme court ordered El Paso 
to divest itself of Pacific North­ 
west “without delay.” 
When the case came back to 
the U. S. District Judge Walter 
Ritter in Salt Lake City, how­ 
ever, he did not follow 
the 
supreme court’s order that El 
Paso divest Itself of Pacific 
Northwest “ without 
delay” . 
Instead he set up a 
four- 
year procedure before the two 
companies 
were ftilly sepa­ 
rated, during which time El 
Paso would govern the manage­ 
ment, debts, gas reserves and 
even 
the 
bank 
balance 
of 
Pacific Northwest.

ly lackadaisical monopoly poli­ 
cies of the justice department. 
4. William H. Orrick, Jr., 
who had resigned as chief of 
the antitrust division, later be­ 
came general counsel for the 
national oil jobbers council. 
These events may not have 
been connected. Nevertheless, 
they occurred within a short 
space of time and at about this 
time the justice department, 
hitherto anxious to prosecute 
the antitrust 
case against El 
Paso, changed its position. It 
declined to contest Judge Rit­ 
ter’s 
divestiture ruling. It 
ordered Larry Williams to sign 
the Ritter order which previous­ 
ly he had Opposed. 
In California also, interesting 
events began to happen —events 
which paralleled Washington’s 
sudden reversal of policy in the 
El Paso case. 
Commissioner Bennett got a 
phone call Feb. 17, 1965, from 
Gregory Harrison, San Fran­ 
cisco attorney for El Paso, 
warning him

moved from the case.” 
Bennett did persist, later got 
a call from Gov.

The railroads are and long 
have been the object of dis­ 
criminatory taxation.

The discrimination 
is the 
outgrowth of 
tax policies 
which developed in the early 
days of the industry. As the 
railroads grew, 
they be­

a primary source of 
tax revenues for state and 
local government. And, the 
spokesman added, “ Because 
just about everything that 
required transportation was 
moved by railroad for near­ 
ly 
a century, the taxes 
the railrods paid were ul­ 
timately paid by everybody.” 
The collection of excessive 
taxes 
from the railroads 
was then considered an easy 
method that was both hidden 
and painless. And railroads 
themselves, in the forever- 
gone era of little or no com­ 
petition, 
were not unduly 
concerned when taxing au­ 
thorities began placinghigh- 
e r valuations 
on railroad 
property than on other and 
comparable 
commercial 
property. 
But in recent 
years, 
the transportation 
picture 
has 
completely 
changed. The railroads face 
aggressive 
‘competition 
from other carriers. 
And 
tax discrimination weakens 
their competitive abilities— 
just as it penalizes the pub­ 
lic. 
There can be no justifica­ 
tion for continuing this in­ 
justice. The remedy lies in 
a proposed federal law, re ­ 
sulting from a Senate study 
group’s 
report, that would 
give Interstate common car­ 
riers equal treatment with 
other 
taxpayers 
subject 
to the same tax rates in ac­ 
cordance 
with applicable 
state law. * * *

FINANCING NEW YORK CITY 
The largest city in our na­ 
tion, 
the home of writers, 
publishers, teachers and com­ 
mentators who have long sought 
to make the U. S. over into a 
new image of socialism, is fac­ 
ing bankruptcy. The financial 
geniuses can no longer make 
ends meet. In all probability 
it will soon have to ask the fed­ 
eral government to bail it out 
with tax money from the rest 
of the country. 
The proposed New York City 
budget for the coming year has 
reached the enormous total of 
$4,615 billion, an increase of 
$740 million over last year’s 
budget. The proposed new bud­ 
get is half a billion dollars in 
excess of all that the city col­ 
lects in taxes. 
Deficit spending there became 
chronic some time ago. The 
steadily increasing 
size of 
the deficits is destroying the 
city’s credit.

THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE 
The White House Conference on Civil Rights 
began a two-day meeting on Wednesday. 
THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE on civil 
rights is long awaited — and by a good many 
sympathetic observers with quiet doubt rather 
than with loud hope. Great care is supposed to 
have been taken in screening the 2,500 to 3,000 
delegates to avoid the kind of demonstrations 
which rent a planning conference in Washington 
last November. 
Even so, the aim is a consensus, and so all 
responsible civil rights groups were invited to 
send delegates. Inasmuch as the Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) ison eof 
the “ Big Six” civil rights groups, it received a 
bid. The result was predictable. Stokely Car­ 
michael, the new SNCC chairman, on May 23 
bitterly rejected the invitation and enunciated a 
strong policy of black nationalism. 
However, the local representative of SNCC, 
Marion Barry, will attend, but only to bring up 
the question of home rule for the D istrict of 
Columbia. Barry heads the Free D. C. move­ 
ment. Also attending, presumably, will be John 
Lewis, recently ousted SNCC chairman, who had 
been a member of the 29-member council 
named by President Johnson last February to 
draw up an agenda for the conference. 
The Free D. C. group held a rally around the 
Sheraton Park Hotel conference site Tuesday, 
on the eve of the meeting. Julius Hobson, 
chairman of the militant ACT 
civil rights 
group, promised a one-day “ black march” on 
the opening day of the conference. 
AS IF 
BOYCOTTING, 
PICKETING, AND 
DEMONSTRATING were not enough, the con­ 
ference has been ill served by its friends. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay of New York on May YI 
said: “ The White House Conference might as 
well be eliminated right now if it does not 
consider economic problems” 
— 
housing, 
education, jobs. As the council's 104-page report 
submitted on May 25 so well em phasizes, these 
are precisely the subjects the conference will 
consider. 
Bayard Rustin, a chief strategist in the civil 
rights movement generally in the middle of the 
rights spectrum, on the same occasion declared 
the White House conference would be a “ total 
and abysmal failure” if it did not recommend a 
guaranteed annual income for everyone; free 
education, including textbooks, clothes, tuition, 
antf a salary while .attending .achoo!*’and siiiih?,’ 
imaginative public works programs as hiring 
Negroes to rebuild ghettos. The council report 
is not so specific on education or guaranteed 
income, but it does ask for a m ulti-billion- 
dollar program to give the Negro “ true equality” 
without disturbing the federal system or private 
enterprise. 
DESPITE 
ITS RATHER GRAND TITLE — 
“ To Fulfill These Rights” — the White House 
Conference has been carefully neutered. Al­ 
though the government is putting up $300,000 
in support, and private industry another $35,000 
to pay the expenses of some grass-roots m ili­ 
tants, the conference will adopt no resolutions 
nor vote on any proposal. The several sections 
of the conference will discuss recommendations 
of the council and any others offered. Trans­ 
cripts of all the sessions will be considered 
by the council for its report to the President. 
Parliamentary 
quarrels 
are thus neatly 
avoided. Filibustering may not be. There is a 
real fear in Washington that the conference 
may be torn apart by such irrelevancies as 
a $100 billion “ freedom budget,” home rule for 
Washington, black nationalism, and peace in 
Viet Nam.

TAXES AND SPENDING 
A TAX INCREASE THIS YEAR rem ains a 50-50 
bet even though big business overwhelmingly 
opposes a rise. Most business leaders fear that 
profit margins will go down after July I. 
But, as reported recently by the N. Y. Tim es, 
most business 
leaders still like Lyndon B. 
Johnson. They said as much at the meeting on 
the mid-May weekend of the Business Council 
at Hot Springs, Va. 
The irony here is that big business is paying 
little heed to the President's urging to practice 
restraint in spending. A recent survey by Steel 
magazine is pretty revealing. The journal re­ 
ported on May 16 that 84 per cent of the re­ 
spondents to a survey of 5,000 plant managers 
indicated that spending for new plant and equip­ 
ment by their firm s in the second half of this 
year will equal or exceed that of the like period 
of 1965. Moreover, 78 per cent of the managers 
said that spending in 1967 will equal or exceed 
that of 1966. 
The administration view is that spending for 
new plant and production capacity is a major 
factor in overheating the economy. President 
Johnson repea'^dly has asked for restraint 
in this kind of outlay. 
THE BUSINESS ANSWER to the President is 
fairly obvious. 
One respondent to the Steel 
survey commented: “ The appeal leaves me cold 
since he doesn’t practice what he preaches, 
Win 
listen to a spendthrift administration's 


advice about spending?” 
President 
Johnson last January estim ated 
spending by the federal government at $106.4 
billion for the budgetary year 1966, up from the 
$96.5 billion of BY 1965. It appears now that 
the actual BY 1966 figure will be between $107 
billion and $108 billion. Yet the boom in business 
has hiked federal revenues way up, and Johnson 
apparently will emerge from BY 1966 with a 
much sm aller deficit than seemed possible only 
a few months ago. 
Instead of the $6.4 billion deficit foreseen in 
January, the prospect now is for a $3 billion 
to $4 billion deficit. This would be just about 
equal to the $3.4 billion deficit of BY 1965.-A 
sm aller than expected deficit would be the ad­ 
m inistration's ideal answer to the threat of an 
unwanted tax rise. 
JOSEPH L. BLOCK, chairman of the Inland 
Steel Corporation, on May 16 said that the 
federal government’s application of wage-price 
guideposts to individual industries was “ incom­ 
patible with our free enterprise system .” Block 
said that government should attack inflation 
“ through the exercise of proper monetary and 
fiscal p olicies.” 
Most economic indicators still point upward. 
Some do not. Steel demand seem s to be flatten­ 
ing out at a high level. The business letter 
Impact, circulated by banks and other financial 
institutions, reports that some companies which 
have curtailed their expansion plans have in­ 
dicated that the high cost of building and borrow­ 
ing influenced their decision. 
Meanwhile, the stock market itself could have a 
depressing influence on the boom. At the same 
tim e, 
few industrial giants have shown the 
w illingness to go along with the President's plea 
for self-restraint 
that the Bell System, for 
example, has. And thus, although inflation con­ 
tinues to be a dirty word in Washington, its threat 
is as real 
as midyear rolls round as it was 
earlier in 1966.

The case bogan when William 
Bennett, California Public Util­ 
ities commissioner, with the 
support 
of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown of California, demanded 
i rebate from El Paso Natural 
aas, which supplies gas to the 
southwest, and won a whopping 
refund of $155,000,000 to Cali­ 
fornia gas consumers. It was 
probably the biggest gas refund 
in history. 
Bennett, 
again with Gov. 
Brown's support, then moved 
against El Paso In an antitrust 
suit to separate El Paso from 
the Pacific Northwest Pipeline 
Co., took the case to the U. S. 
Supreme Court and won. 
The 
supreme court ordered El Paso 
to divest itself of pacific North­ 
west "without delay.” 
When the case came back to 
the U. S. District Judge Walter 
Ritter in Salt Lake City, how­ 
ever, he did not follow 
the 
supreme court's order that El 
Paso divest itself of Pacific 
Northwest “ without 
delay*# 
instead he set up a 
four- 
year procedure before the two 
comi^anies 
were 
fully sepa­ 
rated, during which time EH 
Paso would govern the manage­ 
ment, debts, gas reserves and 
even 
the 
bank 
balance 
of 
Pacific Northwest. 


California 
commissioner — 
Bennett immediately challenged 
this but at this point, the fol­ 
lowing unusual and interesting 
things began to happen: 
1. El Paso retained Clark Clif­

d e s of the justice department. 
4. William H. Orrick, J r., 
who had resigned as chief of 
the antitrust division, later be­ 
came general counsel for the 
national oil jobbers council. 
These events may not have 
been connected. Nevertheless, 
they occurred within a short 
space of time and at about this 
time the justice department, 
hitherto anxious to prosecute 
the antitrust 
case against El 
Paso, changed its position. It 
dedined to contest Judge Rit­ 
te r's 
divestiture ruling. It 
ordered L arry Williams to sign 
the Ritter order which previous­ 
ly he had Opposed, 
In California also, interesting 
events began to happen — events 
which paralleled Washington's 
sudden reversal of policy in the 
El Paso case.

But after they learn 
their jobs, these students gen­

and very dependable employees. 
Mrs. Karen Diviney, 
Voca- 
tional Preparation teacher 
at 
the high school, 
and 
John 
Armstrong, 
Kehabllitiation 
Counselor 
who works out of 
the Cape Girardeau District Of­ 
fice of Vocational 
Rehabili­ 
tation, are in charge of the 
program. 
The purpose of this program 
is to make sure that the stu­ 
dent who is

slow learner 
will have gainful employment 
when he completes high school. 
There is less demand for un­ 
trained 
workers 
than ever 
before. Therefore, it is

parents or upon public welfare. 
These students will not go on to 
college, and very few will go to 
trade schools.

He was the guest at a 
dinner at the University of Mis­ 
souri at Rolla; the Columbia 
faculty paid respects at a pro­ 
gram and reception; the Board 
of Curators will have a dinner 
for President and Mrs. Ellis 
in St. Louis June 24; and he will 
be honored with a reception at 
the University of Missouri at 
Kansas City where he gives the 
commencement address on June 
4. 
While he will confer degrees 
upon graduates at two more 
commencements in Columbia, 
the approaching June 7 gradua­ 
tion program that closes the 
current 
academic year will 
build in added nostalgia for the 
“ Class of *66” 
because in a 
sense it turns all but the last 
page on the Ellis book. He will 
receive the title of emeritus 
president 
from the

Curators. He will remain on 
campus as administrator until 
August 31, and will be the pres­ 
ident through the summer ses­ 
sion commencement Aug. 5.

One result was an in-service 
training program that is still 
in operation at the University. 
One phase of the E llis years 
will be carried into the future 
because he had a strong voice 
in selection of most of the chan­ 
cellors and deans that w ill con­ 
tinue as high adm blist rat ive of­ 
ficers through their careers. It 
is unlikely that the University 
has ever had a corps of deans 
so youthful; some could well be 
here 
for decades. 
And they 
carry the E llis legacy that w ill 
affect the 
quality of faculty 
members 
through countless 
generations of students. 
Dr. E llis considers his staff 
of chancellors 
and deans as 
“ topnotch** and considers him­ 
self “ lucky** because he never 
picked a “ lemon!** The admir­ 
ation is mutual. Inquire of most 
of the deans secured off campus 
and you’ll learn that it was the 
E llis magnatism and enthusi­ 
asm that interested them in 
switching 
allegiance to Mis­ 
souri. 
In considering the E llis legacy 
the expanded research program 
can’t be ignored. M. U. sci­ 
entists 
are working on proj­ 
ects for colonizing the moon 
and planets through the Sp act* 
Sciences Research Center; it 
has a long-range study under 
way of determining the things 
man does to his environment 
that affects hts health; In the 
largest campus nuclear reactor 
in the nation faculty and stu­ 
dents are learning more about 
the sm allest of particles, the 
neutron with its protons and me­ 
sons; the possible realignment 
of genes in plants, animals and 
man. 
Back in his days of teaching 
history, interspersing the ser­ 
ious with Peter Finley Dunne 
“ Mr. Dooley** quotes — and 
with M rs. E llis at times in the 
classroom as a critic — Dr. 
E llis never dreamed of being 
president to a student body of 
33,500, of administering a $90 
million a year program, of en­ 
rollment more than doubling and 
expenditures more than quad­ 
rupling during an 11-year ad­ 
ministration. 
Dr. E llis* plans for the future 
aren’t complete. 
While he is 


retiring as administrator, he 
could have five more years of 
University tenure as professor 
of history. But he believes he 
has been too long out of the 
classroom to resume an in­ 
structional role. But he w ill 
remain In Columbia — he and 
M rs. E llis w ill move from the 
President’s house into a home 
they recently purchased — and 
w ill have offices in Jesse H all. 
And his talents w ill be used. 
President-elect Weaver has 
indicated 
he w ill arrive in 
Columbia about Aug. I, and 
has requested President E llis 
to remain on campus that month 
to help him become acquainted 
with his staff and duties. 
After retirement, Dr. E llis 
wants to write a book on ad­ 
m inistrative problems of uni­ 
versity systems. He w ill col­ 
lect data on short trips to Cal­ 
ifornia, Wisconsin, New York, 
North Carolina 
and 
perhaps 
other states, talking with ad­ 
m inistrators, legal counsels, 
faculty members and others to 
assemble the m aterial. 
He would like to assist with 
the proposed Missouri state 
capital improvement land issue 
that is under consideration and 
w ill be available to lend from 
his experience with the sim ilar 
1955-56 campaign he directed 
A native of McHenry count 
North Dakota, who took 
degrees from tile University 
of North Dakota and a doctor 
ate at the University of Iowa 
D r.

Cotton 
farm ers, 
especially 
those whose planted 
crops 
have been destroyed by flood, 
ing 
and those who have been 
unable to plant because of the 
excessive and abnormal rain* 
fall during the past month, will 
receive great benefit from the 
legislation 
which 
was ap­ 
proved by the House last week, 
and which is scheduled 
for 
action on the Senate floor on 
June 1, since it perm its farm ­ 
e rs who have lost their cotton 
irop by a natural disaster to 
plant 
their allotted 
cotton 
acreage to other crops and still 
receive their payments a s if the 
crop had been planted 
and 
harvested. 
Some kind of a record was set 
on Tuesday of last week, when 
the House, within two hours af­ 
ter the emergency bill had been 
approved unanimously 
by the 
House 
Committee on Agricul­ 
ture, 
also 
appro /ed 
unani­ 
mously 
H.R. 15151, introduced 
by this Representative. Many 
persons have remarked that 
this was the first time they can 
remember that any bill, which 
had as its prim ary purpose re­ 
lief for cotton farm ers, 
had 
been passed by unanimous con­ 
sent, 
and with practically no 


debate other than a statement of 
the general purpose of the bill, 
which would 
also grant sim ilar 
relief to wheat and feed grains 
under sim ilar conditions. Other 
m em bers of the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee, including Gath- 
lngs, (Ark.,), Everett (Tenn.), 
Stubblefield 
(Ky.), Abernathy, 
(M iss.), and Passman (La.), 
had introduced sim ilar bills, 
upon which hearings were held 
Friday of last week, when it 
was decided 
to broaden the 
scope of the bill, 
to include 
wheat and feed 
grains 
and 
to give equitable treatment to 
all crops. The Jones bill (HR- 
15151) 
was used as the vehicle 
to carry the amendments and 
your Representative, .ilong with 
the other affected Representa­ 
tives did a lot of "spade w ork" 
in eliminating any possible op­ 
position, and secured approval 
of both the majority and minor­ 
ity lead ers, a s well as that of 
Speaker McCormack to bring up 
the bill by unanimous consent, 
and in record 
time the 
bill 
was passed. 
In the Senate 
our two Mis­ 
souri senators, with other sen­ 
ators whose states were af­ 
fected, 
worked just as 
dili­ 
gently, 
and the bill would 
have been considered in the Sen­ 
ate last Thursday, 
had it not 
been for one objector, 
who 
forced 
the bill to be carried 
over until Junel, by-passing the 
Senate Agriculture Committee, 
whose chairman, 
Senator El- 
lender had 
graciously con­ 
sented 
for 
the bill to be 


brought directly 
to the floor. 
With the support 
which 
the 
legislation has, 
there seem s 
to be no doubt about its p ass­ 
age on Wednesday, after which 
the bill must 
be 
signed 
by 
President Johnson 
before 
it 
can become law. 
With Secre­ 
tary Freem an having given his 
wholehearted 
support it would 
appear that the bill will 
be 
signed into law before the end 
of the week. 
Without this bill becoming law, 
those farm ers who were pre­ 
vented from planting a crop, 
due to the excessive rains, 
would not have 
the privilege 
of planting alternative 
crops 
and 
still receive their cotton 
payments, although those who 
did plant and lost their crop, 
would have this privilege. It 
is estim ated that approximate­ 
ly one-third of the allotted cot­ 
ton acres in M issouri, for 1966, 
will be lost. Depending on the

The questions of who is draft­ 
ed, who is deferred and who is 
exempt are major issues in U S.

In case of power failure, 
a battery powered radio will come in handy. 


-Remain as calm as possible. Do not become unduly alarmed but do stay alerted to such warnings. 


-lf your passage to safety is over a road likely to be covered with water, leave early. 


-Keep trees pruned away from your home. Dead branches, overhanging branches, and those which 
may sway against windows are the most likely to cause damage. 


-Garage doors and others having large exposed areas must be secured particularly well. 


-One or more windows can be kept open on the lee side — the side opposite from which the wind 
is coming - - t o provide ventilation and prevent some wind damage. 


-Have a good flashlight available. 


-Have extra food on hand that can be eaten with little or no cooking. Remember electric power 
failure can leave you without refrigeration.
